Ust eight days was 67 41, aud brought the general average to a par with that of i 
corresponding ni«in-h of the last year—The 35iii and 26>.h were remaikabic dayi 
for the mercury at 3 P. M. atood at 85 and 83 
We have not had the advantage 
»euing theriiiomctiical observations made at Newport for a suite of years, or for 
number of intei veoing years; but we presume that cigh'y-five degrees of heat, ImI 
been as seldom seen here as ice in May.—It is more difficult, to account for 
sudden and sm p iiiing warmth, than to assign plausible reasons for the wvatl 
which pi eced d it — Two causes combined to produce the cold of the.whole uf A( 
and of the g. eater part of May. 
First, the quantity of snow which fell in the inteii 
of the couiii>y, even as late as from the 4ih to the 8th of May; and tho other, 
huinidiiy of tne eurth accompanied by a cloudy atmosphere 
When frequent rat 
in Apiil and Muy are followed by a clear and warm sun, the exhalations are 
warm ; the temperature of ihe air is softened and vegetation is quickened by a get 
moisture: but when at this season drenching showers are succeeded by a coveri 
^ky, the evaporations during the day irom the cold earth rise but little above its st 
face, difTubc their dullness through the atmosphere and return to the ground at 
setting sun very Uule altered by its influence —Admitting that these obsenratlc 
be col l ect, it will occur to every one, that if the north-west winds bring us cold, afb 
a considerable fall of snow in the interior of the countr y, every wind that blows ovi 
a iiui face of ro^ny thousand square miles filled with cold water, must penetrate wit 
dampness, and chill every thing that has life.

Claims on France. 


The Pari« 
htttnUeur 
Vniv$r»al of 
April 26 
contain« the report of the 
Fieneb Minister of Foreign Affaira to 
the Mouse of Oepuiie«, relative to the 
late negotiations on the subject of the 
claims of foreigners upon the French 
government. 
The treaiies with the al­ 
lies, and particularly the convention uf 
Nov. 30. 1815 
stipulated for the pay­ 
ment to all individuals and private com­ 
panies, out of the present limits of 
France, of the amount of their claims, 
on contracts of every description, with 
the French government. 
No claims for 
injuries or damages of any desc iption 
were to be made, but these were all com* 
pounded for the sum of 700 millions of 
francs which Fiance engaged to pay to 
the allied sovereigns. 
On the expira­ 
tion of the time limited for tho present­ 
ing of the claims, all of which are on 
contracts made under the government of 
Bonaparte previous to May 1814, it was 
found that they amounted to the im­ 
mense s«m of 1800 millions of francs, 
equal to 3 ¡0 millions of Dollars — 
Ot this sum 180 mini ins of francs have 
already been paid, and claims to the 
amount of 30 millions have been reject­ 
ed 
I'ba remaining claims have by the 
convention 
recently 
concluded, been 
finally settled, by an engagement on the 
part of France to pay 32 ) 800,000 francs, 
in five per cent tiocks, and a relea»e of 
ail claims to indemnity for that part of 
the public debt of France, which w as 
originally charged on territories not 
now belonging to France — I’his eo* 
gagement «ait-.fi::s kll claims of every 
description of the subjects of the Eu­ 
ropean government on France.
